This report contains estimates of the number of farm workers that 
will be needed in each State during each month of 1942 if the January 


_ agricultural production goals are approximately realized, They are re= 


visions of preliminary estimates made in March 1942 for very limited 
distribution. 1/ 


The first step in making the estimate was to determine for each 
State the number of man days used in farm operations during each month 
of 1941, and to convert days of work into number of farm workers, The 
second step was to estimate the number of additional days of farm work 
that would be required during each month of 1942 to produce the addi- 
tional quantities of commodities called for by the January production 
goals, and then to convert the additional days of work inte additional 
numbers of farm workers, The third step was to adjust downward the total 
number of workers estimated for 1942 in some States where the number of 
workers on farms in\1941 appeared to be larger than was necessary to do the 
farm work, 


All available sources of information were canvassed for basic data 
necessary for estimating the number of days of work, Totals for each 
State were built up from estimates of days required to produce and haul to 
market each crop and class of livestock and livestock product, and for the 
care and maintenance of farm pastures, woodlots, fences, buildings, ma~ 
chinery, etc, The final monthly distribution of total days of work was de- 
termined by using data assembled from Federal and State publications, In 
some cases State monthly totals were built up from crop and livestock en~ 
terprise data, and in other cases from data for the entire farm,

The number of days of farm work for each month was adjusted by the 
relative. tength of workday pér month and the result converted to a per- 
centage basis. This percéntage distribution by months for each State was .

realized, ‘These estimatés showed rey the coumtry as a whole, about 143 
million more 10-hour days of farm work would be raguired to attain produc— 
tion goals in 1942 than were used in 1941 (table 1)» This increase of’ 
7 percent in days of lator would be necessary if farms continued to give 
their crops ana livestock the same degree of care as*they received in 
1941, a.d if they continued to use about the same number of days: of work 


on farm maintenance as was used in 1941.

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_ Obviously because farmers can work harder and better, an increase 


of 7 percent in the number of days of work to be performed would not re- 


quire a 7-percent increase in the actual number of farm workers, By using 
the monthly estimates of number of days of work performed and the number 
of hired workers employed in 1941, an estimate of the additional number of 
workers needed by months in 1942 was determined. The procedure followed 
was to relate changeg which occurred from month to month in the hours of 
additional work to the number of persons hired, as the seasonal farm work 
increased from winter to spring, then to summer, and then declined from 
Summer through fall to winter, The general thought was that farmers in 
most areas are not fully employed during the winter and early spring 
months and, that early in the season family farm workers can absorb most 
of the additional days of work without hiring additional labor, But, as 
the season progresses and seasonal field labor approaches a peak, it be- 
comes necessary to hire workers in order to get the jobs done, even though 
family workers increase considerably the number of hours worked per day, 


The computations showed that family workers usually absorbed about 
all of the increased work during February and the early part of March, 
Beginning in March, however, it is necessary for farmers as a group to hire 
additional workers, and the number hired increases as the season progresses, 
In general, farmers hired about one additional worker for each 600 addi- 
tional hours of work to be performed during the month of April. As the 
farm field work really got under way, and during most of the remainder of 
the year when crops were being cared for and harvested, an increase or de- 
crease of each 300 to 500 hours of work to be done was accomplished by the 
hiring or the releasing of one hired farm worker, The additional hours ofs 
labor required each month because of the expected increase in production 
goals divided by the number of hours of work that usually resulted in the 
hiring of an additional worker, gave the number of additional workers that 
would be needed each month in each State in 1942. The additional workers 
computed in this way were added for each month to the number of workers _ 
estimated for 1941, to get a first approximation of the number needed in 


LIC. 


Consideration was then given to the question of whether the number 


- of workers in 1941 in each State in each month represented the number 
actually needed to get the farm work done. The conclusion reached was that, 


in general, there were in most States surpluses of labor in the winter 


months, but that these surpluses were largely of family workers, many of 
‘whom were boys and girls who were attending local schools during those 


months, During the months of full farm activity there seemed to be some 
surplus workers in several States in 1941, and especially in the Southern 
States, Consecuently, an adjustment downward was made from the number of 
workers on farms in 1941 in some States, and particularly in the South 
Atlantic, East South Central, and West South Central Divisions. 


Adjustments made in these instances were not large and occurred in 
States where large numbers of small,noriproductive, farms are found, As a 


‘result of these adjustments, it is estimated that in some of the States, 
-and in the East South Central and West South Central groups as a whole, — 


the number of workérs needed in 1942, on the average, will be slightly less 
than the number used in 1941 (table 2), In each of the other geographic 
divisions the average number needed per month will range from about 1.3 


percent to about 3,2 percent greater than the number of workers in 1941.

‘break down by States and months the number of workers estimated in 1941 
into hired and family workers in proportion. to the hired and family workers 
indicated by data collected by the Division of Agricultural Statistics, 
and then to assume that most of the increase needed in 1942 will be com= 
posed of family workers (table 3). These relationships may change as the 
1942 season progresses but data thus far available for 1942 indicate that - 
most of the increase is in family workers, and that the percentage of the

Tables 4, 5, and 6 contain estimates of the number of | 
total and hiréd agricultural workers needed in 1942 by months, 
for each State, each geographic region, and for the United 
States, respectively, and the percentage that the number of — 
hired workers is of the total for each month. For the 
United States the lowest number of farm workers needed in 
1942 is about 8,404,000 in January and the highest number is 
12,068,000 in June. Wide variations in the number needed 
from month to month are shown for each State and geographic 
division. It is estimated that in most months from about 
20 to 25 percent of all workers in the United States will be 
hired workers. In some States, however, hired workers will 
make up more than 50 percent of the total in some months,
